It has always been a puzzle why 
the drill-sergeant should be allowed 
greater freedom of speech than. other 
persons in positions of authority. The 
theory is, I suppose, that some people 
can be got to do their best work only 
if they aré belaboured into obedience 
with. bad language, says Robert Lynd 
in the ‘News Chronicle.” 

This theory was put forward some 
years ago by a builder’s foreman in 
dungary, where swearing had just 


been forbidden by law. Applying to 
the police for a licence “to pronounce 
E and curses” he declared that he 


was “unable to get any work out 
of his men without ‘using strong 
language.” 

If bad language is 80 effective a 
stimulous to work as this suggests, it 
seems to me that its use should be 
extended beyond the Army and the 
building trade. 

Why, for example, should school- 
masters not adopt it. as a means of 
encouraging their pupils to scale the 
heights of learning? Oaths might 
take the place. of the birch as. an 
instrument of education, and it might 
be made a part of the training of a 
teacher 'that he should learn to swear 
like a rum-maddened pirate. 

1N CHURCH! 

If swearing is a promoter of virtue, 
again, clergymen should surely be 
encouraged to swear at their congre- 
gations from the pulpit. Clergymen 
sometimes complain of the listlessness 
of churchgoers. There would be no 
listlessness among churchgoers, I 
imagine, if the clergy began to tell 
them exactly what they thought of 
them in the most sanguinary language 
possible, 

Suppose, for example, that a clergy- 
man. were to address his hearers 
with the same abusive exuberance as 
K ipling’s.Ortheris addressing a batch 
of new recruits. “Well,” said Or- 
theris, “you are a holy.set of bean- 


‘| fed beggars, you are.” “Squidgy, ham~ 


shanked beggars,” he called them, 
and again, “bat’s-eyed beggars’ and 
“Keb-’untin,’ penny-toy, bootlace, 
baggage-tout, ’orse-’ oldin," sandwich- 
backed seweres.’

language of this kind — and Kipling 
has made.it much milder than the 
language in real life — would be less 
effective in church than in the bar- 
rack-square as a means of bringing 
home ‘to human beings @ sense’ of 
their imperfection? . 
‘PREJUDICE | 

There is, however, a wide-spread 
prejudice, redsonable or unreasonable, 
against the use of strong language.

A DECLINE | ' 

Bad language is waning, indeed 
even in England. There are bargees 
who declare that in the ‘course of 
their’ work they haven’t heard for 
year a word that would be out of . 
place in a milk bar. In Billingsgate 
business is now carried on in language 
that wouldn’t have brought. a blush 
to the cheek of a Victorian school- 
mistress. 

Commenting some time ago on the 
decline of bad language in the Anglo- 
Saxon world an American Professor 
of English declared that what was 
needed was “bigger and better swear 
words.” “All the swear’ words now 
in use” he remarked gloomily, “are 
antiquated. Used rarely, and con- 
sequently with ‘great efféct by 
Chaucer, they have through frequent 
vse in the last decade, become in- 
effective.” ‘ 

DOOMED 

But the professor, I am afraid, has 
begun his campaign: too. late. . Bad 
language was doomed * from the 
moment when writers took it up and 
‘Mr, Bernard Shaw, following the 
‘example of Mr. Lennox Robinson, 
‘popularised on -the stage a word that 
a@ generation before would have filled 
polite ears with horror. . 

Then the novelists began to sprinkle 
their pages with bad language, and 
readers became so used to it that, see- 
ing it in print, they no longer. felt the 
old thrill of the Victorian days when 
oaths were represented. by blanks, and 
villains all talked in blanks ‘like “By 
G+" and “——you.” 

CURDLED. THE BLOOD: 

In those days.an oath -had:.a scar- 
city value. It curdled the: blood of 
the young. But, after. the..War,: swear- 
ing became so general that it was said 
even to ‘have invaded the hockey field. 

Whether bad language will ever en- . 
tirely disappear, it is impossible to 
foretell. It seems likely enough to sur- 
‘rive, if the explanation which ‘a doc- 
tor-has suggested of the ‘cause of 
swearing is the true one. “Swearing is 
very interesting psychologically,” he 
said. “It is often due tq shynéss, You 
will find that the man, who is given to 
persistent violent language is ‘nearly 
always timid.” ona ; 

I had never thought of this ex- 
planation before reading it, but--if, as 
I say, it is true—the best thing for a 
new recruit in the Militia ‘to do, on 


hearing himself and his fellow-recruits 


assailed by a particularly lurid -:streum 
of language from the drill-sergeant, 
would be-to say to him = quietly: 
“There’s no need to be so shy, sergeant, 
we're only a lot of boys. pent be so 
secured of. us,.’”' 
I wonder what the reply of the ser- 
yeant would be. 
how, I trust. that Mr. Hore- 


Belisha will do all in his power to dis- 


courage shyness in non-commissioned 
officers. 

If bargees and Billingsgate ‘porters 
have ceased to be shy; why should not 
drill-sergeants be equally” successful 
in over-coming thtir bashfulness? 

After all, even for those who have 
ceased to be shy there are plenty of 
words left in the dictionary: I have no 
doubt the drill-sergeants will, discover 
the pick of them.

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AMERICAN NEUTRALITY | 


LEGISLATION 


In view of the discussions proceed~ 
ing in Congress on the Neutrality Bill, 
it may be of interest to survey; briefly 
the recent history of neutrality legis- 
lation in the United States. : 


This ‘legislation had as its chief aim 

the keeping of America out of future 
war, so far as entanglement in’ wai 
might be threatened by belligerent in- 
terference with American. commerce 
and shipping, or by the loss of Ameri-- 
can lives in the course of belligerent, 
naval warfare. After the Great War, 
it was the opinion of probably the ma- 
Jority that America's entry. into that 
war had been the result of following 
the traditional neutrality policy, with: 
all its entangling consequences, tak- 
ing into consideration the character 
of modern warfare, especially of naval 
warfare. If American ships were de- 
barred from carrying goods, capable 
of being listed in the ever-growing 
schqdule of contraband, to belligerents, 
if American nationals were restricted 
in their use of belligerent ships, if 
American, goods going to belligerents 
were to be paid’ for on a cash basis suv 
that Americans would have no further 
interest or title in them, many of the 
difficulties which emerged in the last 
war would be averted. Many thought 
also that a complete embargo on the 
export of actual ‘arms and munitions 
was necessary to thisend, - 


Many Americans, and the President 
himself was one of these, believed 
that American neutrality law could be 
_ So devised as not only to lessen the 
‘risks of American entanglement in 
future war, but'also to discourage war, 
especially aggressive war, elsewhere. 


In 1935 were pass- a 
‘ed joint Ressolutions 
of Congress embody- 
ing a new Neutrality 
Law. These were 
continued’ in 1936, 
and in 1937 the pro- 
visions were extende- : 
_ 4, and made also to cover the case 
of civil war in a foreign country, 


of the 1937 Act. 


The main provisions 
were as follows. 


1. Whenever the President should 
find’a “state of war” to exist between 
foreign states, he must make pro- 
‘clamation to that effect. whereupon it 
would be unlawful to export “arms, 
ammunition, or implements of war’. 
from any place in the United States to 
4 belligerent, directly or through neu- 
tral states. The proclamation was to 
list the arms, munitions etc. affected. 


2. (a) The President. was directed, 
should he find it necessary in order 
“to promote the security or preserve 
the peace of the United States or to 
protect the lives of citizens ‘of the 
United States,” to proclaim restrictions 
on the shipment of certain articles or 
materials to belligerent states, where- 
upon it would. be unlawful to any 
American vessel to carry any such ma- 
‘terlals to a ‘belligerent or to neutra) 
states for trans-shipment. 


(b) The President was further 
directed, should he find it necessary 
for the same reasons, to proclaim res- 
trictions upon the export of articles 
and materials to belligerent states, 
whereupon it would be unlawful t. 
export such materials “unti! all right, 
title and interest therein’ shall have 
been transferred to some foreign gove 
ernment, agency, institution, associa- 
tion, partnership, corporation, or na- 


tional,’” 


_ (The last two provisions constitute 
what have been called the ‘cash und 
carry” rules. Tney are perhaps better 
described as “transferred rislc” pro- 
visions.) : 


“3. It -was further provided that, on 
‘the proclaimation’ of a state of war 
abroad by the President, it should be- 
- come unlawful for any person’ with- 
‘In the United States to purchase bonds 
or other securities. of belligerent go- 

' ernments issued thereafter, or to ex-\ 
tend credits to such governments. 
Commercial short-term credits might 
be allowed-at the President’s discre-. 
tion. ae - 
4. American citizens were forbid- 
den to travel on ‘belligerent merchant 


ships, after-proclamation as above, ex~°. 


a

cept in accordance with such rules as 
the President should prescribe. 

5. The President was also authorised 
to regulate and restrict the use of 
American ports and territorial waters 
by submarines and armed merchant 
vessels of any foreign state, during 
any war in which the United States 
is neutral. 


In the early summer of this year this 
legislation came up for review. It was 
desired to repeal the provisions relat- 
ing to the embargo upon arms exports, 
but although Congress was villing to 
transfer’ “implements” (which would 
include aeroplanes, for example) from 
the embargo provision to the “cash 
and carry” provision, it was found im- 
possible to reach agreement on a new 
measure as a whole. 


Hence the special session of Con- 
gress now proceeding. The debates are 
now being conducted, no longer with 
a view to future wars, but inevitabiy 
with reference to the present war in 
Europe. The atmosphere of debate has 
therefore changed. -: . 


The new Neutrality Bill now being 
debated proposes the following rules, 
broadly speaking. Many ‘of them are 
renewals of provisfons contained in 
the 1937 Act. American ships would 
not be allowed to carry any goods 
whatsoever destined for belligerent 
countries, and the penalty for infrac- 
tion has been raised five-fold as com- 
pared with the 1937 Act. The pro- 
vision about transfer of title and risk 
before goods can leave the United 
States for belligerent countries re- 
appears. American citizens would be 
prohibited from travelling in ships 

: belonging to belli- 
gerent nationals, ex- 
cept in accordance 
with — rules which 
the President would 
prescribe. No Ameri-~ 
mem can merchant ship 

i: would be allowed 
to carry arms, apart from small 
arms for disciplinary purposes. New 
issues of securities of belligerent 
states would be debarred from sale in 
the United States, Short term credits 
(not more than three months) of the 
ordinary commercial type might, how- 
ever, be allowed. The President would 
have power to issue restrictions on 


.the use of harbours etc. of the United 


States by belligerent submarines. 
armed merchantmen. 


It will be ‘seen that the first section 
of the 1937 Act does not appear. That 
is, the absolute prohibition of the ex- 
port of “arms, ammunition, and imple- 
ments of war” is dropped. It is on this 


or 


issue that the keenest controversy has |- 


been aroused. 


There are those who argue that to 
permit the export of arms and muni- 
tions is in effect to favour a particular 
side. This argument was also heard in 
1915 from American sympathisers with 
the Central Powers, On the other side, 
it is pointed out that such a view 
would impose an impossible task upon 
neutrals, namely the task of weighing 
up'the respective positions of the con-. 
testing parties, and ensuring equality 
cf opportunity to each in regard to 
the supply of anything calculated to 
assist in the prosecution of the war. 
As Mr, Lansing wrote in 1915, such an 
idea of the meaning of neutrality 
‘would involve a neutral nation in a 


mass of perplexities which would ob- |: 


scure the whole fleld of international 
obligation.” The international jurist 
Westlake..maintained that no line of 
distinction could be drawn between the 
sale of the munitions and the sale of 
other articles essential to belligerents 
in the carrying on of war. 

Again, the opponents of arms ex~ 
ports maintain that they would en- 
danger America’s chances of remain-~ 
ing out of war. “America.” it has been 
said. “cannot be an arsenal for one 


_belligerent without ultimately becom- 


Ing a target’ for the other.” On the 
other hand, Senator Pittman' has 
pointed out.that the Arms Embargo 
provisions of the 19387 Act were en-~ 
acted chicfly for the purpose of pre- 
‘venting attacks on American vessels. 
“We know. now that belligerent gov- 
ernments will consider it just as im-

THE PUZZLE

There was high glee in the nursery 
of the Palais Royale, home of the 
Due de Chartres, that near-kinsman 
of the «ing, who later became ‘the 
Duc d'Orleans, A beautiful child, a 
vision of loveliness and grace, a 
golden-haired, blue-eyed, mischievous, 
sprightly girl had been brought from 
England to be the playmate of the 
palace's royal youngsters. Her name 
was Pamela: ‘ es: 

Who was she? Why had she been 
brought hither? At court nobles and 
royal personages questioned one an- 
other and shook their powdered heads 
suspiciously, but did not learn the 
secret of Pamela, 

LOVABLE CREATURE 

Pamela was born to be loved, The 
royal children of the household of 
Chartres, their governess, the amiable 
Mme, .de Genlis; His Grace, the Duc; 
princes, princesses and .2ven their 
Majesties themselves, loved her .from 
the first. She was one of the love- 
liest creatures: ever known to man. 
And her loveliness increased as she 
reached maturity. When 16 she was 
described as “a creature born to win 
all hearts. There was never a girl 
more fascinating. She is beautiful, 
accomplished,” this worshipper con- 
tinued, “and the possessor of a 
heart which would make her a trea- 
sure to any ‘man who might gain 
her.” 

She became the toast of France, 
the favourite model of its artists,. the 
chief inspiration of its poets. Many 
duels were fought on her account. 

But who was she? 

No one cared save women who 
were envious of her charms, and 
their wagging tongues found_ few lis- 
teners.. There was not a princeling 
in all France who would not have 
wed her, if he could. But to all their 
race she said, “No.” Her indifference 
broke many a heart 7 7 -* 

Yet a young Lochinvar was to 
come out of the West and win Pamela. 
It was. at the opera, in Paris, while 
she sat in the box of the Duc de 
Chartres, one night upon the eve of 
the French Revolution, that the Irish 
Lord Edward Fitz Gerald, son of the 
Duke of Leinster, first feasted eyes 
on this charming belle. He was 
handsome, brave and young—still in 
his 20s. It was a-case of mutual love 
at first sight. And despite the op- 
‘position of Pamela’s devoted gover- 
ness, now her duenna, Mme, de 
Genlis, the young couple, were wedded 
at Tournay the following December. 

DAUGHTER OF “MARY 8IMM8” 

Then Britain joined with France 
in asking who might be this ward 
of the Duc de Chartres—now daugh- 
ter-in-law of the’ Duke of Leinster? 

In the marriage contract, still pre- 
served at Tournay, the bride was 
described as “Stephanie Caroline 
Anne Simms, known as “Pamela,” 
native of London, daughter of Wil- 
liam Berkeley and -Mary Simms.” 


Witty Kitty 


In later years her devoted Mme, 
de Genlis maintained that her fair 
charge had been the daughter not of 
William Berkeley, but one of | Sey~- 
mour, an Englishman of good family, 
who had run off to New Foundland 
with Mary Simms, a Hampshire girl 
of humble birth, on whose account 
he had suffered disownment after their 
‘marriage and who had soon died, 
leaving her .to. work for her living. 

- 8OLD FOR 25 GUINEAS 

- But her poverty had been relieved 
by a gentleman of the Duc de Char- 
tres’ household, who had come to 
England in search for a playmate for 
His Grace’s children. According to 
Mme. de Genlis’ story, Pamela had 
been bought from Mary Simms, 
as an apprentice, for 25 guineas, this 
legal precaution being taken to pre- 
vent the mother’s laying future claim 
to her. 


A third version of ‘Pamela's par- ; 


entage was, however, given in the 
marriage record printed in the Ma- 
sonic Magazine the month after her 


wwedding. This describes’ the con- |. 


tracting couple as “The Hon. Lord 
Edward Fitz Gerald, Knight of the 
Shire for County Kildare,” and “Mme. 
Pamela Caper, daughter -of His 
Royal Highness, the ci-devant Duke 
of Orleans.” According to this re- 
cord, the former Due de Chartres and 
Duc d’Orleans was Pamela’s father 
as well as. her protector. 
ANOTHER CLUE 

A fourth clue was given by Moore 
in his “Life of Lord Edward Fitz 
Gerald.” It states that “Pamela was 
the adopted, or, as it may be said 
without scruple, the actual daughter 
of Mme. De Genlis by the Due 
d’Orleans.” : 

Which story was true? 

"Life seems to me more like a 
beautiful dream than reality. We 
are sq happy that I sometimes asic 
myself fearfully, will it, can it last?” 
wrote Pamela to Mme. de Genlis after 
she had taken up-her abode with her 
husband upon his estate in Ireland. 

BECAME A POLITICIAN 

Coming events had forecast their 
shadows in Pamela’s fears. Lord 
Edward’s ambition led him into the 
vortex of Irish politics... He became 
the ruling spirit of the Society of 
United Irishmen. He played . the 
same card that Sir Roger Casement 
played. Crossing the: Channel he 
arranged for a French invasion of 
Treland, but was betrayed. With a 
price of £1000 upon his head, he 
went into hiding, contriving now 


and then to steal into Pamela’s lode- 


ings and spend a happy hour — with 
her. But the night after he had ve- 
turned from one of these visits with 
her his hiding place was surrounded. 
Dagger in hand, he flung himself up- 
on his captors but was overnowered. 
DIED FRON WOUND 
Pamela sold all of her bridal pre~- 
sents and with .the money tried to 
bribe his jailers. Vainly she berged 
to be allowed to share his captivity. 
But she was ordered to leave Ireland 
immediately, and but a. few days after 
her tearful departure Lord Edward 
died, not at the hand of the execution- 
er but from a wound inflicted by one 
of his captors. She could not return 
to the Duc d’Orleans, that royal gen- 
tleman had lost ‘his head by, the guil- 
lotine, After numerous wanderings 
and to save herself from poverty in 


later years she married one Pitcairn, |, 


in Hamburg, but he left her in want, 
which she endured until Britain re- 
lented and allowed her the money due 
from her beloved: Lord Edward.. . .
